Washington, August I.— Wage de­ 
mands to cover an 
eighty-five per* 
cent, increase in the cost of living 
have been presented to the railroad 
administration by representatives of 
(190,000 conductor-, brakemen, train­ 
men and railway shopmen, accord­ 
ing to announcement made here to­ 
day by officials of the four big rail­ 
road brotherhoods and allied unions. 
Similar demands to be presented 
within a few days by other railroad 
craft, officials said today, will bring 
to nearly one million the number of 
workmen concerned. 
Time and one- 
half for over time work is asked by 
all unions. 
Rail Director Hines refused to in­ 
dicate what the attitude of the rail­ 
road administration will be. 
“The demands will be 
forwarded 
to me by the railroad wage adjust­ 
ment board,” he said. 
“Then I will 
act.” 
“We have asked increases aver­ 
aging 35 per cent.,” said President 
L. K. Shepherd, speaking for 52,000 
members 
of 
the 
Brotherhood 
of 
Railroad Conductors. 
“The 
Brotherhood 
of 
Railway 
Trainmen has put in a demand for 
increases averaging 
45 
per cent.,” 
said President W. G. Lee. 
‘‘Officials 
representing 
450,000 
shop workers have demanded an in- 
crea.se 
of

cent,” said John Scott of the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor.

“I have called a meeting of broth­

“Wages of the firemen have been 
increased 45 per 
cent, 
since 1913. 
n that time the cost of living has 
been boo-ted more than eighty per 
cent. 
‘Firemen got a substantial wage 
increase after the government took 
over the roads. 
This was complete­ 
ly absorbed by the profiteers within 
sixty days.” 
President Shepherd 
of 
the con­ 
ductors’ brotherhood said: 
“Congress has powder to reduce the 
cost of living by setting up a max­ 
imum profit law* beyond which deal­ 
ers in necessities should not be per­ 
mitted to go.” 
Bolshevism is likely to get a firm 
hold in America, unless the govern­ 
ment acts to stop profiteering, ac­ 
cording to*President Lee. 
Lee today 
denied 
that railroad 
men are “getting rich” on wage ad­ 
vances made by the rail administra­ 
tion.
